Option 1: Status Quo

(Note: A state could propose an increase to its coastal
commercial quota through an equivalent reduction 1n 1ts
recreational fishery. Whether states have data and methods
to develop such proposals that would meet TC approval,
and 1f Board would accept one, 1s uncertain. Board
interested 1n public comment on concept.)

Option 2: Increase Coastal Commercial Quotas
Percent increase selected by Board; applied to Amendment
6 allocation not modified quotas.
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 Management decision about allocation

» Evaluated risk of Option 2: simulated 20, 30,
40, 50% quota increases beginning in 2004,
and assumed full quota utilization

= 50% increase: 2008 F increase from 0.21 to
0.29, 2008 SSB decrease from 55,000 mt to
49,142 mt

= Still not overfishing, not overfished

» Results should be viewed in light of stock
projections
